Hamiton FAI.L.S, N.H., Sept. 7.— John 

G, Whiltier, tlic poet, died here at -L.^Otliia 
nioniing. lie p.istcd awuy jieacefully, hia 
nearest relatives And Dr. iJouglaa being ut 
the bedside. He sermcd conscious of his 
surroundings at the lost moment. Tlie 
funeral will take place at Amesbury, Maaa., 
Ht 2.30 Saturday. News of the death ot 
Wliitiier was received at Haverhill with 
universal fcelinjis of Badness and regret.

COMING BANKING CRISIS. 



Serions Trouble Predicted for Weaker 
Banks— The Fall in Silver 
BespouBlble. 

The Iiitemiatioiial (kiuferciiec Dis- 
cussed in England -Bimetallism 
the Desired Panacea.' 



LohDOX, Sept, 7- — Persistent rumors of a 
coming crisis in banking circles uoiitinuo to 
attract attention to the International Con- 
ference. The impression prevails thai 
Bcrious trouble threatens several of the 
weaker banks connected closely with Indian 
finance, and there is little doubt among the 
banks that tlie.sc inatitutiona will be obliged 
shortly to declare their condiliou, and re- 
organize lest they should be tided over by 
an unexpected turn In afTairs. Tho main 
trouble of tho banks in question, ia that the 
fall of silver has caused a deprcciiilion of 
iheir'securities, uiid their oliicialii and stock- 
holders are filling the newspapers with com- 
plaints of the UDfortunato condition of 
India's rurreney, 

Tho Ulackbum Chamber of Commerce luis 
directed furlher uttdition to the ail ver '|ii ca- 
tion by a discussion of England's attitude 
toward the International Conference. Tho 
debates on the aubject have been Jiro- 
lorged and exhaustive, as a stronfi minority 
leans towards mononielullinn. Tho eeiili- 
meut of tho chamber liaa now been declared 
iu favor of England's participation in the 
conference, and by the resolution the hope 
was expressed that the conference would re- 
sult in a more stable rate of exchange. A 
few of the speakers attributed the present 
depression in Lancashbre to the McKinley 
Tariff and to the incjreasini; competition uf 
manufaolnre. The majority, however, cling 
to the belief that bl-metaUisin will prove the 
desired panacea.

He boB been 
inakmg his heuikjtiarlets at Victoria, and 
came down lo see if he could secure the 
aealakina which came in on tho Allio I.xAl- 
ger. Mr. Kielzaiicr saya he does not think 
there will be any diiiiiiiutioii in lho s-upply 
of aealakins this year by reason of tliii Gov- 
ernment proliibil ion, but that the ravages 
of the pltgiio in Europe will curtail Lho de- 
mand lor seal guriiienta. For these reasons 
be diiea nol think the value of akina will bo 
iiiucli, if any, liiglier thia year than last. 
'At the same lime,' said he, 'the danger al- 
wnya confroUting the trade ia that seaibkius 
will go out of faahion. If it becomes fash- 
ionaiili! lo wear calskins, every woman will 
want tliat kind of fur. ^'es, lo a certain 
but very limited extent, the great nianufac- 
turera iiilluciice the fuahioii, but the trouble 
ia that tluy will not work together. The 
seal is not the moat costly fur by any means. 
The sea otter ia fur more expensive, especial- 
ly w hen llie hairs aro nicely tipped with 
gray. At present the value of sealskins is 
not known, because no one knows what the 
supply will be. Next month the first sales 
will occur, when a better idea of the supply 
and demand can be formed.

Major-General Horbcrt Gives His Opin- 
ion as Io flio Course to 
be ArtoptetL 

IVe project which has been on foot for a 
short timo past to establish a Highlander 
corps hero was, yesterday, discussed irecly 
and fully with the Minister of Militia, aud 
Major-General Herbert. The deputation 
which was headed by Major Wilson and 
Capt. Jno. Irving was introduced to Hon. 
Mr. Bowell by Lt.-Col. Prior, M- V- The 
Minister received thnm in his private room 
at the DriarJ House, heard what tliey had 
to say, and promised to fully consider the 
matter. 

Major Wilson acted as cldef spokesman 
for the deputation. He drew attention to 
the fact that the spirit of loyalty was 
strong in tho breasts of the young men of 
Victoria, many of wliom were willing and 
uixiouB to wear llie (,)ueeirH nidfor ni. Since 
it was known that the Minister of Militia 
was coming out to the Coast, these young 
men had been preparing a plan for the 
eBtablishmont of a " Highland " regiment in 
the City of Victoria, and now they wished 
to lay their iirnpoaiiion before liini, to .see if 
ho would not give them some eucouruge- 
mcnt. 'I'licy priipiis';il to buy their own 
uniforms, and would only atk the Depart- 
.ment to furiiihli arms anil accoutrements. 

Hon. Mr. Bowell replied that as Minister 
of Militia ho was pleased to see the spirit 
displayed by thoao who wished to have 
the battalion established here, and 
under such circumstances, he felt that it 
was his duty to encourage them. But tlie 
fact must be borne in mind that the I)c. 
partment had not always money at its dis- 
posal to do as it would like, and this, along 
with other circumstances, would have to bo 
cnneidcrcd in dealing with the proposal. 
However, he would ask them to put their 
proposition in writing and forward tho 
same to him at Ottawa. He promised that, 
as soon as ho returned to the Capital, he 
would take their coninuinicalion up, and 
would wire them liia decision, no that no 
timo would be lost. 

After remarks iniulo by .several of the 
gentlemen present, Major-tleneral Hi;rbert 
was asked for an expression of opinion. He 
said that speaking atrielly from a military 
standpoint, and in view ot the fact lliiu 
the amount of money at the dispo.sal of the 
department waa limited, he thought the 
best end would be served by keeping up 
tlio artillery batteries instead of the in- 
fantry .corps. Speaking from a military 
standpoint, tho danger to which Victoria 
would be exposed in case of any unfortunate 
hostility, would be from a single cruiser or 
warship which wou'd steam into range of 
tho city and bomliurd it without landing a 
single man. Ho was well aware that a 
Highland corps in Victoria would act be- 
hind their rifles as Highlanders all over tho 
world did, and stand to their arms in the 
time of danger, but of what 'use, he asked, 
would they be here unless they wore able to 
man the heavy guns necessary to keep a 
ship away, and thus protect the city ! 

Another point was raised by Hon. Mr. 
Bowell. Ini case tho department should 
content to tho establishment of tho corps 
hero, where, he asked, would tho otlicers go 
to qualify, as thoy could not get their train- 
inc ak " C " battery ? 

Capt. Irving asked if tho (Jovernmont 
could not e.stahlish a school here. 

Hon. Mr. Bowell replied that ho tliought 
it would he cheaper for the Covernment to 
pay tho expenses of the oflicers to go east 
than to establish a school. 

After some desultory discussion tho depu- 
tation withdrew, but boforo doing so, were 
assured by Col. Prior that ho wojld a.ssist 
them as far as poasiblo in their project. 

Those who comprized the deputation 
were: Col. Prior, M.l'.,.Iohn White, cx- 
M.P., Major Wilson, Capt. Jno. Irving, J. 
B. Gordon, Bobt H. Jameson, A. Moxwoll

Sinclair, Murdo Macdonald, Jas. Burns, A. 
McPlierson, John R. Mackie, and John M. 
Mortimer. Other gentlemen expected to bo 
present wero unavoidably absent, including 
Ur. Duncan, Dr. Watt, ex-Mayor Grant 
and others. 

Later on in tho afternoon a deputation 
consisting of Capt. Gerrard and Mr. W. H. 
Travis was introduced to the Minister of 
Militia, and m ide a formal rei[iie3t for tho 
establishment of an infantry corj)s here. 
They wero very courteously received and in 
course of the diauiiasion, about tho same 
ground was covered as by tho previous 
deputation. They wero requested to put 
their proposals in writing und forward it to 
Ottawa where the Minister of Militia will 
return in about 10 days lime, and will give 
it his immediate attention.

Naval Denioiistratinu in Honor of 
Columbus — Why Newly ComniiB- 
sioncd Sliips Break Down. 

Ni:w ^'ollK, S( pi. (']. — Ivlnuinil ^■.^.tea' 
special cable from London says : "The con- 
tinent at the present moment teems with 
congresses and conferences of every descrip- 
tion. The only one which appears to have 
signally failed was tho alcoholic conference 
at The Hague. The Schiedam drinkers 
were too .strong for tht; teetotalers and th 
gathering stands adjourned sine die. The 
inter-parliamentary peace conference ut 
Berne was a littlo less bellicose and noisy 
than usual, owing to tho tact displayed by 
Dr. Gobat, the president, who nctuiilly suc- 
ceeded in inducing the French and (ierm ii, 
delegates to bury the hatchet. Dr. L. 
\V eukowaky, the polygot Pole, however, 
declined to speak at tho formal meetings 
because the. restoration of tho national 
autonomy of'hia country had been ruled 
irrelevant, while the Roumanians in- 
^<i^ted on regarding the discussion 
of their grievances as the main object of the 
gathering. Philip Stanhope's knowledge of 
French greatly uacreased his utility. Tho 
sensation of the meeting was the sudden ar- 
rival of a detachment of the English-speak- 
log sisterhood from Interlaaken, under tho 
oomninnd of Percy Bunting and Prof. Stu- 
art. They made a demand to be heard in 
the interest of universal harmony, but wero 
met by a courteous but lirm refusal, and tho 
amiable cntlinsiasts had c.onscijuently no 
other resource,') llnin to content themfelves 
with tea aud to sup at BcrnehofT, where 
their fussy, obtrusive endeavors to attract 
notice v.eie treated with calm inditrerence. 
It was unaninioiialy agreed that every par- 
liament should bo pressed to adopt the 
American arbitration treaty. The next 
meeting is to take place in Christiana. 

Lord lirassey, writing to tho 'J'inics on 
lessons in naval maiupuvres, concluded by 
saying that the frK|uent breaking down of 
the machinery in new ly commissioned ships 
points to the necessity for more practice ut 
sea. It points to nothing of the kind. In 
noins'anco has it been alleged, much less 
proved, that any accident to engines or 
boilers had been caused by tho inexperience 
or incapacity of engineers. Machinery too 
flimsy for the work it has been expected to 
perform has in every case been at the bottom 
of the mischief. 

His Royal Highness, the Prince of Wales, 
early next week, is expected at Balmoral, 
whence he will proceed to New Mar lodge 
where thePrincessand her daughters arrived 
on Saturday from Sandringham. They are to 
be tho guests of the Grand Duke of Hesse 
for a month and there is to be a series of 
deer drives in Mar forest for tho amuse- 
ment of the Prince and the Duke of York, 
who arc also expected to shoot at Ivercauld 
with Sir Algernon Bostwiok and some of 
the best beats of the royal forest are to be 
reserved for them.

NOT THE HALCYON. 

Special Agent Noyes Fails to Identify the 
Mystcrluus Yesscl on the California 
Coast. 

San Francisco, Sept. 7.— Special Agent 

Xoyes has returned from a trip ilown the 
.Southern Coast, where he has been to ar- 
range a hpecidl look-outs for tho mysterinuH 
Halcyon, supposed to have on hoard both 
contraband Chinese and opium. He reports 
that he is fully .sati-'-fiod that the Halcyon 
has no opium on board. One night a farmer 
who was on the look-out saw a sailing cr.ift 
come in shore ut I'ascadero. She landed IS 
Chinese, who wero placcii in a shanty near 
tho beach. The farmer sent word 
to Constable Watson at Monterey and 
the Chinese were captureil on the train 
at Pacific Grave. The farmer giving the 
alarm could not identify tho craft as the 
Halcyon, for it was very dark, aud the 
Chinese wero landed by a small boat. The 
next heard of the as yet unidentified oraft 
was that a small sailing vessel was seen 
standing out to sea from a projection of 
land below Monterey Bay, called Point 
Lobos. This last report, Agent Noves 
thinks, does away with tho story that the 
Halcyon would go still farther south to the 
coast to land Chinese and opium. Should 
she attempt to land farther south, how- 
ever, lookouts have been stationed along 
tho coast to notify the authorities.

VICTORIA'S EXHIBITION. 

We truat that fiirmera, fishermen, minera. 
inaoufacturers, mechanic?, gardnera, ami 
those enfiaged in other industries through- 
out tlie provinoB are preparinR to exhibit 
(he best of their prodttots in Victoria at the 
end of this month. It rests with them 
whether or not the Exhibition will ade- 
quately represent tho resources of tlic pro- 
vince and the stage to which its different 
industries liave advanced. Let those Britiiih 
Coltirobiuns who are proud of their province 
and who speak liighly of it whenever they 
have a chance, take some trouble to show 
•the world that their pride has a solid 
foundation, and that all that they say in 
praise of British Columbia is within the 
truth. This can easily be done by public- 
spirited men who want to liave the ciipa- 
bilities and advantages of this province 
aioro widely and more favorably known 
than they are. A vigorous and a united 
effort will do the business, and tliere will be 
profit in the work aa well as pleasure. 

iVIIITTIEH. 

,/ohn Oreenloaf ^\ hittier has gone to his 
rust, He died full of years and honors. 
He was the simplest, the most guilelets. 
the most modest, and the most unassuming 
of men. Yet be had the courage and the 
firmness of true manhood. He did what 
he believed to bo bis duty, no matter what 
•difHculties ho liad to face, or what reproach 
he was called upon to bear. He was the 
friend and the advocate of tho slave at a 
•time when the men who favored abolition 
•were treated with .contumely, and were 
often in danger of personal violenco. The 
sensitive and delicate young quaker poet 
and journalist was always at his post, and 
was not to be deterred by ridicule or by 
threats from saying what he thought it 
right to say, and from doing what he be- 
lieved it his duty to do. 

He was from a very early ago a sweet 
singer. It wus some verses that he wrote 
when quite a boy that first brought him 
into notice. Hia slater liail them published 
v.-ithout hia knowledge. Tliey attracted 
tho attention of William Loyd Garrison. 
Ho went to see the young poet and was sur- 
prised to find him a b»re-footcd boy at work 
in the potato field. What Whittier was 
then ho remained to the last day of his life, 
pure-niindei!, dcvoul, a lover of freedom 
and a hater of oppression in all hia forms. 
Ifis poetry is like its author. It is vigor- 
ously good and wholesomely devout. There 
is no false aentiment in it. It is serious and 
earnest and shows a sympathy with all that 
is high and noble in thought and action. It 
speaks well for tho people of the United 
States that Whittier has, tliroiif,'li all the 
years of hia long life, remained popular 
among them. It would bo simply impos- 
sible for a frivolous, worldly people, whoso 
irod is tho almighty dollar, to continue to 
adinirn Wliitticr as a man and a poet. But 
he seems to be aa much admired by tho 
Ameiieiins of to-day as he was by tlie 
devout New Knglandersof sixty years a^'o. 
The good old quaker poet was in the last 
years of his life, regarded with reverence 
AnA afifeolion by the whole American people, 
and, perhaps it is not too muoh to say, by 
Bnglish speaking people in all lands. 



A DETTISR WAY. 

Tho Hamilton Spectator advises Cana- 
dians to refrain from sending exhibits to 
Cbioago next year. The United States, it 
suys in efioot, is unfriendly to Canada in a 

commercial sense, and Canadians should 
show how they regard that unfriendliness 
by having nothing to do with the great ex- 
hibition. 

Tho Spectator, it appears to ua, views 
tho subject in a vvrong light. It should be 
lomcmbercd that Canadians will send ex- 
liibits to Ciiic.igo not to assist tho Ameri- 
cans, but to benelit themselves. Their 
object, we presume, will bo to show to the 
workl what Canada's resouroes are, and 
what progress aho haa made in arts and 
manufactures. They intend to convince the 
visitors from all parts of tho world, as >vell 
.1" tho United Slates, tliat Cauii.da is not a 
barren country, which ia for thegioi'or part 
of the year covered with snow, but a land 
flowing with milk and honey, in which are 
produced in great abundance all the neces- 
saries and most of tho luxuries of civilized 
life. They will use tho Americans 
World's Fair as a good Conservative mer- 
chant or nuinufiictnrer uses a grit news- 
paper. Ho sends hii advertisement to . the 
sheet that ho dislikes and perhaps 
despises, not to benefit its proprietors, 
but to let tho community in which 
it circulates know what ho makes and 
what he haa to sell. Of course ho lielps to 
support the newspaper which he regards aa 
ol)noxiou3, but that is not his object in send- 
ing his advertisement to it. What he ex- 
pects is to extend his business and to keep 
himself as a business man before the penple. 
Tho Canadian exhibitor will have aomclhing 
like the same end in view, and ua the lield 
ia wider he cannot help advertising Ills coun- 
try while ho adycrtiaea himself anil hia 
i)usinees. 

So far from adopting the policy of those 
Canadians who would, on account of llie 
nnfriendiineaa of the American (Jovern- 
mout and a few of tho politicians of 
tho United States, have t'iuudiana keep 
aloof from Chicago's exhibition, we 
urge upon Canadians to make it a 
matter of duty to do what they can to 
have the Canadian exhibit as large, as 
varied and as excellent, in every way, aa 
they possibly can. It is to tho interest of 
Canadians, not Americans, that their 
country make as lino a show as possible in 
Cliicano. Canada is beginning to bo known 
In Europe, and to be estimated at some- 
thing like its true worth. If she puts her 
beat foot foremost at tho World's Fair, next 
year, she will be still better and more 
favorably known, and she will be sure to 
reap many advantages from the good opin- 
ion that will be fornicd of her. But if 
Canadians toUow tho Spectator's advico 
and keep away from tho exhibition, very 
many of the foreign visitors will be con- 
tii nied in the opinion that tho United .States 
Is tho whole of North America, or, at le.ist 
the only part of it worth settling in or 
viaiting. 

WHAT IS RECIPROCITY' 

Preaideut Harrison boasts in his letter of 
acceptanos, of the eSfeats of what he calls 
" reciprocity," but, in almost the same son 
tence, ho shows that his reciprocity is not 
reciprocal. The nation which deala in mat- 
ters of trade mosLliberally with the United 
States ia Great Britain. That country opens 
its market to almost everything which the 
Americana have to sell, freely. To the 
American farmer, particularly, to whom the 
President appeals for support, the Brit- 
ish market is aa open as that of tho United 
States. It has for him no restriction what- 
ever. But does the United Statei recipro- 
cate ? Not by any means. It does exactly 
the opposite. The British extend to the 
Americans a free market. They make no 
conditions and they atk for no equivalent. 
The Americans do their best to exclude the 
British from their market. They place 
enormously high duties on almost every- 
thing which the British have to sell. While 
boasting of the good (fleets of bis, or rather 
Mr. McKinley's, reciprocity policy. Presi- 
dent Harrison chuckles over tho injury 
which thai policy is inflicting on British 
commerce. Ho says : 

•' The obvious ellicicnoy of this, of in- 
creasing the foreign trade of the United 
.States, at once attracted the alarmed at- 
tention of Ruropoan trade journals and 
boards of trade. Tho British Boird of 
Trado presented to that Oovernniont a 
memorial, asking for the appointment of a 
cominission to eoiiaidcr the best means of 
coiiiiti'racting what is called tho 'commer- 
cial crusade of Iho United States.' At a 
nicelitig in March last of tho assnciatcil 
( liarnbers of (,'onimeree of (ireat Britain, 
tlie pri sidi nt rciiortcd that the expoi t.s 
from (ircut liritain to the L iLin-Ameiican 
count r ii'S lining the la.st year hud deereused 
S'-r),75'),()l)(), and that this was not due to 
temporary causes, but directly to the reci 
proqity policy of the United States," 

This, then, is the President's idea of 
recipiocity: to do all the harm ho can to 
the country, which of all others, deals in 
matters of trade, moat liberally with the 
United States. It ia surprising that the 
peculiarity of his position did not strike 
President Harrison when he was penning 
this paragraph. He was writing in favor of 
reciprocity in trade, yet ho was at the same 
time bragging of the injury which that 



policy of reolprooity has done the oountiy 
which is tho most liberal as well un, far and 
away, the best customer of the United 
States. Real reciprocity requires a nation 
to denl liberally with the country that deala 
liberally with it. It is something worse 
than absurd for Mr. Harrison to call that 
policy " reciprocal " which for benefits re- 
turns injuries, and ho caps tho climax of 
absurdity when ho boasts of tho huim 
which his policy of reciprocity has done a 
country which contributes more than all 
Gthera put together to the wealth and pros- 
perity of the American people. Tho trade 
of the Latin-American countries with tlio 
Uniteil States comparcel wiih that of Great 
Britain sinks Into utter insignilicance. 

When an Engllahnian or a Canadian, irri- 
tated at the commercial unfairness anel un- 
friendliness of the United States, expresses 
this indignation and disgust, he is asked in 
the remarkable words of Boss Tweed, 
" What arc you going to do about it ? You 
give ua all you have to bestow in the way 
of trade, and have left yourselves without 
any means to induce us to alter our policy." 

There are, however, people in Croat 
Britain and tho Colonies who are consider- 
ing what they are going to do about it. 
They see that there ia too much truth in 
what tho Americans say. Ureal Britain's 
policy of almost absolute free trade haa left 
her defenselesB against such rivals as the 
United States, whose idea of reolprooity is 
to iiij lire those who benefit Ihem, anel to 
favor thoss only who are In a position, if 
Injured, to strike back. Tho now school of 
ceonomisrs and statesmen see that tlicro is 
a way to bring the United States and other 
unfriendly oountrlea to their senses, to 
make them feel that, if Groat Britain has 
nothing to give, she hiis a very great deal to 
withhold, and that the sooner she refrains 
from Bhdwering bunelits upon thoao who 
have nothing but slights and injuries to 
give in return, tho better for her and for 
the whole Kmptra, 

Canada has a'so had a taste of what Pre- 
sident Harrison and his party understand 
by reciprocity. Canadians havo time and 
again expressed their willingness to reci- 
procate in trade with the Uiiiteil .States on 
fair terms, but they havo found that the 
party of which Mr. Harrison ia the head do 
not want a reciprocity w hich has any mu- 
tuality about it. They set a very high 
price on their commercial favors, and will 
not grant what they call reciprocity until 
that price Is piid. Tlie price in the case of 
Canadians is their allegiance to (jrcat Bri- 
tain If Canadians are ready to sell them- 
selves to the United States they will coh- 
sent to trade with them on equil terma, not 
otherwise.

The President saya that few subjects 
have elicited more discussion or e.\eited 
more general interest than that of a re- 
covery by the United States of Its oppro- 
priato share of the American carrying 
trade. This subject touches not only our 
pockets, but our national pride. The great 
Bteaniahip lines of I'luropewcro built up and 
are now in part BUitainod by direct or in- 
direct goveriuneuL aiil, the latter taking tho 
form of a liberal pay for carrying the maila 
or of an annual bonus given in oonaideration 
of an arrangement to conatruct the ahips so 
as to adapt them for carryin;,' aa aMiiaiuent, 
and to turn ihein over to llic government 
on deiiuin'l upon siiceial terms. 

Itwua plain to cvury iiitullinent American 
that if the United Stales ivoulil liave such 
lines a similar policy meat 1)U entered up in.

In addition to thia it ia now practically 
certain that we shall soon have utider tiiu 
American flag one of the lluesi btuai:islii[) 
lines sailing out of Now York for any lOuro 
poan port. This contract will result in tlic 
construction in American yards of four ixmv 
passenger steamships of 10,000 tons each, 
costing about $8,000,000, and will add to 
our naval reserve six steainsliipa, the fast- 
cat upon the sea. 

In speaking of the estublishment of lines 
from South .Atlantic and gulf porta, the 
rrcaident declares that the Democratic 
jiarly has found no place in its platform for 
any mention of this important subjttet, and 
has shown ita boatility to the general policy 
by refusing to exiu-nd an api)ropriation 
made during the last adininiatraLion fur 
ocean mail contracts with Ainericau Hues. 

nlK UEClI'ltOI.'ITV i'DI.ICV. 

The President makes a long statement in 
regard to the reciprocity policy. It is now 
in practical operation, he says, with five of 
the nations of Central and South America, 
San Domingo, the Spanish sad British West 
India Islands, and with Gcrnmny and Aus- 
tria nndor special trade arrangements with 
«ti)ch. Ho says : 

■ " We have only begun lo realize tho bene- 
fitof these trade arrangements. The work 
of creatiii!.; new agencies and nf adapting our 
gooda to new uiarkcls have necessarily taken 
time, but the reaults already attained arc 
such as are sure to estahliali in popiil.ir 
favor the iioliey of rocii)riiJal trade, based 
upon the free imptirtalion of .'iucli articles aa 
do not injiu-ioatly cDinpctti with the pro- 
ducts of our own farms, mines or factories, 
in exchange fs)v the free or favored intro- 
duction ofour products into other countries. 

TltK MOKINLEY DOCTBINK. 

"The declaration of the platform in favor 
of tho Americail dootriae of protection, 
meets my moat hearty approval. The con- 
vention did not adopt a Bohedule, but a 
principle that is to control all tho tariff 
schedules. There may be difTerences of 
opinion among protpetioiiista aa to the rate 
upon particuhir articles neceaaary to ell'ccL 
an equal relation between wagca abroad 
and at home. In some not remote national 
campaigns, the isauo has been, nr more 
correctly, liaa been made to appear to 
1)C, between a high and a low pro- 
teotive tarifi", botli parties e.viprcssiiig son.e 
solicitous regard for tho wages of our 
working people iiiid for llic prosperity of 
our domestic iuduBlries, but under a more 
courageous leaderahip tho Democratic party 
has now practically declared that, if gu cn 
power, it will enact a tarilF law without 
^ny regard to its effect upon wai?e8 or upon 



the capital invested In out great indus- 
tries. 

"A dcmocrutio Congress holding this view 
cannot enact, nor a democratic president 
approve of any tarilf schedule, the purpose 
or effeet of which ia to limit iniportutioua or 
to give iiry advantage to an American work- 
man or producer. A bounty might, I judge, 
1)0 given to the irajiortcr under this view of 
the constitution in order to increase inipor- 
tutiona and get tho revenue for 'revenue 
only' in tho limitation. 

" Eeciprocity of course falls under this 
denunciation, for ita object and eirect are 
not revenue, but the promotion of commer- 
cial excliango, the prolita of which are wholly 
coninierce, the prolita of which aro revenue 
only."

Jlcrii's ii Klt)ry iibout a young girl who 
was iinportinoiit to her mother .in pub- 
lic, and it Btiites that 'every oiio wlio 
beard her rouuirkod, jnsliy, tliat it 
Wfvsn't her fault— it wa.s lior motlier 
who had not taught lier propt'ily.' The 
is, too, ii Spanisli proverb, •Then; are uo 
ungrateful children,' which of cour.s 
means that bad children have had no 
training to be grateful for. Now, I do 
not believe that dootriiio. It is cowardly 
and unjust to lay tho ingratitude and 
tmdutifulness of all. children to their 
parents. The argument loaves no room 
for inherited tendencies — Inherited per- 
haps from remote ancestors— nor for the 
diScrontiation which makes every indi- 
Tidnal uiiliko every other individual. If 
training were all, why are not all tho 
children of oiu! family alilie? Perhaps 
you will say that parents often indulge 
one child more than another; but how is 
it that thoso children who are roared in 
asyininB and refuges, and sidi.iected to 
precisely the s;une training, iidliieni 
teaching and discipliuo, turn out to be 
just ua different from each other as chil 
dren reared in differorrf families?" 

"Yon have brought up several ehil 
dron of your ownV asked liei- listener. 

"Several of ni_vown, and two or three 
wliicli wci-i: not nnne," replied the lady, 
"and 1 knou- that even the most careful 
and watchful training will not turn 
children out all alike, like shoepegs or 
clothcapin.s. Why, in flu! very first 
family that (;ver existed, according to 
the Bibb;, one; child was good and the 
other biul. It ia quite probable th;it 
they were trained very similarly. They 
had no long ancestry to furnish them 
with 'inherited tendencies.' Was it 
training that niiido Cain a murderer, or 
want of training?" 

"You do not believe, then, that evil 
tendencies may be corrected liy advice, 
precept and teaching?" 

"Sometinies perhaps. IJnt ;dl the 
training in the world will nut alter a 
child's nattu-'!. You may perhaps ti.'ach 
a child of a sullen, willful, ohslinatc: dis- 
position to keep it somewhat under con- 
trol, but you can never make that chilil 
into a cheerful, antiable, lovable person. 
A tendency lO flijipantn' anil self conceit 
(the groundwork of this impertinent 
girl's ordering her mother about in pub- 
lic) it is next to impos^ble to train out 
of a child. Even those qualities which 
would seem much more external, like 
untidiness and indolence (for I have 
often heard it preached that habits of 
order and ne.atness are simplj- matters 
of teaching ami habit) are very liard tu 
eradicate. Idd I evt;r tell you about 
the child that I tried ho hard to Tiui.ki; 
into a trim, tidy, frugal, lu^at an<l eco- 
nomical v/oi an?'' 

■•No, and I sliould nnich lik-e to hear 
how a worn; -i who ha.s all thoso quali- 
ties in 60 good measure as yourself couM 
fail to impress them on any child under 
her control." 

■•Well, I dill fail miserably, an.d that 
pxporionco .-howed ine the in.instice of 
laying all faults to training, or the lack 
of it. I began with that child befm-e 
she Wits old enough to do the simplest 
kind of work' — began by insisting on her 
picking up bei- toys and iiutt ing them 
in place (;very night; b}' having a row 
of hooks low enough for her to reach in 
the wiirdrobo, where she was taugiit t;) 
hang her clothes at night and her night- 
dress in tho morning; by leaching lier 
to have her small undergarmrnt^ — hnsi' 
anil so on — laid nic(dy in her drawer, 
ready for lier wearing. IJespite all my 
care, I doubt if she ever put toys or gar- 
ments in place without being specially 
reininded. 

"As slu! grev,' up she showed an utter 
lack of tidiness and order; lier cluthi s 
wen? scattered all about her room, lier 
s(dioolbooks were anywiiere, wheri-\ir 
sho chanced to drop tiieni; .she con 11 
noverfind her pencil, scissor.s orthimblr; 
her handkerchief was never at hami; 
when sho had half a dozen pretty white 
aproHH for school tlu^y were always all 
Doilcd at once; if sho had several cam- 
bric, gingham or muslin frocks she ^^■a ; 
stiro to have no fresh one among them 
unless I watched her dressing every ilay. 
How hard I tried to leach her to he neat 
and careful with her clothes, to kIiow 
her that she must always have clean 
garments ready for need; that she must 
not wear cdothes which needed mend- 
ing; that she must not jiin patch; that 
she mu.st not toss her clothes on chairs 
and then sit ou tlieiii and [iress them 
full of wrinkles; that she must not use 
Iiiiirt whero buttons .should bo; that she 
must keep her room tidy and that she 
must brush hor tooth night atid morn- 
ing!" 

"Then you think her headle-sness 
and untidiness were hereditary?" 

"No, I cannot see how that could bo: 
hor mother was a good New England 
boiisekoe])er, careful, neat handed and 
orderly, who knew how to do all kinds 
of hou.scworlc and sewing, and did them 
well. But that girl would as soon wear 
a dress slit from waist to hem as not 
(at least about home; she w.as vain 
(•nongli aljout her appearance in iiublii'). 
If a button caiuo oil" her elolliiiig sho 
vviinld pin tho fabric all to rags rather 
than reiilaco it. and my lite was a bur- 
den of const^^mt watchfulness and re- 
proof. I hail to threaten to brush her 
teeth myself in order to gel her to do it, 



and I^>elieTe I did it once or twice. 
Now you are tempted to say I was too 

severe with her; but 1 assure you she 
■was never imnished exci'iiting by being 
made to take oil' a torn garment and 
mend it, or to do sonieiliiiig over v. liieli 
Kho had scamped the lirst time. 

"It was precisely so about her room; 
it was just at the head of the staira, and 
unless I took it in hand niysolf, as I "(N^as 
often' obliged to do, the carpet wa.s al- 
ways so covered v.itli dust, lint and 
shreds that the litter was continually 
being swept out into the hall and over 
tho stairs hy her going down after sho 
was old enough to wear long dresses, it 
was ;i pleasant , large room, coiiirnrtably 
furnished, but it was .-ilways in disorder; 
her clothes, her brushes, h.airpins, shoes, 
ribbons, gloves and buulis were every- 
where, and over all sho roigned queen 
of misrule. 

. "In fact sho did just as tho average 
boy doi'S in a lion.se where ho has been 
allowed to believe that bis [irivilege is 
to disarrange without over putting in 
place; to enjoy without responsibility; 
to use without taking care of; whero he 
can toss things about at his pleasure for 
some patient slavi! to pick up atid re- 
stcne to cleanliness, neatness and order 
without tho least trouble to him. And 
I have tho comfort of knowing that, 
wherever that girl or woman is today, 
all who ■witness her slipshod ways are 
saying: 

"'I'nor thing; it .iust sbow.s bow sho 
was bi-i)U,i;!il up; never was told any 
butlor, never had any training, you 
knowl' " 

Her listener langhod. 

"So I g,-dher tli:;l yon don't altogether 
believe in the old saw — 
"Just lus tlio twit; is IjciU III.' trcr's inrlinril'/" 

'•Well, I found my trouble in bending 
tho twig," replied the other; •'no doubt 
if 1 had succeeikHl in beiuiing it in tho 
right (In I I t ion it would have g-rown so. 
Kniiii' nat un s c;in be molded by train- 
ing, others cannot. There may lie some- 
thing in triiining; tle're may lie some- 
thing in heredity, but I am inclined to 
think there is still another factor to bo 
considered in the matter of rearing 
children, a f;ict.ir that •Hints to Parents,' 
and 'iMothers' Guides' seem to ignore al- 
together when they ludd a mother re- 
sponsible for all her daughter's faults 
and a father responsible for all the evil 
acts of his son, and that factor is, for 
want of u better name, original sin."

The articles for Halo were 
classified, and similar articles were 
grouped together on one point. The 
booths bad thidr advant;ii,'es — tliey af- 
forded JlhlCeS for five peiiple to stand 
while selling goods, neither one inter- 
fering with the other and all having :ic- 
cess to the money, which was kept on 
table's in the center; also they gave morij 
space for iiurcliasers tli:in a ruund or 
square booth covering the same sp;tce 
Would Iiave done. Of course much of 
tho fancy work conformed to the pre- 
vailing pattern. 

The booths for flowers had star shaped 
floral decorations against an ever- 
green back'grouiid. One was dc'voted 
to the' s:ile (d' potted ple.nts and over it 
were inscribed Longfellow's words 
about flowers, "Stars tliat in earth's fir- 
mament do shine." Over the one wliero 
cut flowers were snld wiis the line, 
"There is a lesson in each lluwi-r." Lit- 
tle girls who carried iilii.nt crush bas- 
kets with boui|uets to sell were dressed 
in yellow, with spangles, and crowns of 
stars on thoir heads, bidts of stars and 
a fivii pointed bit of gilt paper ou each 
slii.jier. 

(Jii" jKirt of tho hall w:e; partitioned 
off I'nr fortune tidlin^'. The entranci- 
was draped with star Iriinmod curtains 
of dark blue, and over the mysterious 
(.'iitnmeo was written '•Star-tling Dis- 
eli isures," at rneions as a witticism, Iml 
so striK-iiiLT :i! the fete lliiit it altracted 
many curious jiatrons. Tho fortunes 
were told by astrology or what was sup- 
posed to he that time honored scienci', 
as well as by palmistry. A genllenieii 
in a dark blue gown bonlered with sUirs 
told fort lines from t he hand; a lady in 
dull yidlow, with fillet girdli', bracelets 
and necklace of gilt stars, presided over 
tho astrological department. The place 
was lighted by yellow shaded candles, 
and the sides were draped with dark 
blue-, C'lught up with st;irs. 

Another feature of \\u\ evening which 
might or might not bo successfully 
copied was "The Pleiades," seven bright 
ladies in navy bhio, each wearing a 
cluster of seven shining stars on her 
left shoulder, wdioso duty it was to seo 
that the guests had a good time and 
wiu-o being entertained. 

There was .some exquisite singing of 
songs about night or st.-irs, including 
"Stars of tlie Sumnier Xi:,dit" and tiie 
reading of that beautiful old favoriti.', 
"A Child's Dream of a Star." Refresh- 
ments, inelutling ice cream and ices 
frozen in fil;ir sbaiied molds, iiointed 
cakes and confectionery, sherbets and 
coffee, woro .served on small tables, each 
lighted by a centerpiece of candles 
placed iu the prevailing five pointed 
pattern.

They are 
heavy iiiul thick soled, and the sliarpuued 
iron nails protrude about a (paarter of an 
inch from tlio bottom of the aolea. Wher- 
ever the wearer walks, lej leaves Ida iin- 
preaaion. Tho ■\voodou sidowalks in 
every lumber town loolc like tho 
top of a pepper cistor. Tho foot- 
steps of tho lumbermen over them htivo a 
eitincliing, Eipieaking sound from the draw- 
ing nails at every ate]). Well, tliia erowd 
wiiu composed of .Swedes and Norwegians, 
with a sprinkling of Freneli Canadians. 
When they came into the house, wliieh was 
of course uncarpcted, the soumla of the 
drawini,' of ten thousand naila from the pine 
Iloor nearly broke up the phiy. They ap- 
plauded tcrriHcally with their feet and the 
suikes sank into the floor at every stamp. 
At the log jam scene these fellows rose to 
their feet and olirobed on the pioe chairs in 
their enthusiasm. The next morning the 
floor of the hall und the chairs looked as if 
they had been riddled with bird-shot, the 
.'-inked shoes having got in tiieir work of 
punctuation in decisive style.

Harvesting Operations Prevent the luenni- 
lii!,' uf Farm Prodtice Ucnarally 
Quod Crop Prospects. 

But little farm produce was brought in 
during tho past week, the farmers having 
been liuay with harvest operations; but, us 
their work ia well advanced, supplies are 

daily expeeted on a more'lilieral acale. Pro- 
ducers have not , an yet, learned to avail 
themselves of t he p-,U le^ m.u ket, although 
they pay market tolls. When they have 
not arranged for the s.ilc of their proilueo, 
tie y invariably put uji at some old atand, 
and sell liy saiujile to wlioleaalers. Yester- 
day was, however, a buay one in the mar- 
ket building, aomo siore of cattle and aev- 
eral tens of (';als and h.iy having been aiic- 
ceasfuUy (li.-iposecl of by Ilerliert Cutli- 
bert Co., auctioneers. The baud of 
horses from Nicola had not arrived, 
ao that the sale lost one of ita big attract- 
ions. The prices realizetl umler the liani- 
nier were good, and no doubt these weekly 
aalea will liecoino more popular and profit- 
able alike to aeller and liuyer. Money re- 
maiiia tight, InU there ia a general all-rouiid 
inilirovement in trade. 

Fhora is unchanged in piice. Tlio llay- 
tien Repulilic brought in a couple of days 
ago 1,"0U liaga of I'oriland brands for local 
iiierchants. Tin; Kudcrby mills have 
started again, however, and with a splendid 
crop of wlieat in the L'kan!!gan eouulry tho 
imported Hour will not in future bo u very 
important factor. The British Columbia 
mills will all have a busy time, largo orders 
being booked in advance. 

WuKAT is coming in well at prices quoted. 

Oats are in good supply, although the 
overstock of tho Northwest has ceased to 
show up on the local market. 

Potatoes are plentiful, and while the 
.vholei^ale price fluctuates somewhat, there 
is no material change in the retail figure. 
If bought in large (juantities a reduction of 
a few cents per bug ia made. 

li.vKi.uv is not in brisk demand. The 
season's ciop is expected in almost any time 
now, and until it makes ita appearance there 
will be no ehaiigu to note. 

Hav ia a good crop. Most of the old 
atoek haa been cleared oir hands. The 
early descriptiona are about di.spo.-^ed of, and 
good new timothy sells at from f IS to f^JU 
per ton. 

l''ui ITS of local growth, as well aa im- 
ported, are identitui, and acU cheap. The 
quality ia good. 

Mkats are iinehauged. Some good cattle 
fioiii the interior ranges have arrived dur- 
ing tho week, and a number of sheep from 
Ongon. 

Fish is scarce. The suspension of opera- 
tions by tho San Juan Fishing Co. tends 
to make it so. There is a slight fall in 

salmon.

The ^reat fight ia over, and John L. Sul- 
livan is no longer champion. Tlic pugiliatic 
world bows low to Corbett, and Corbett 
thanks his admirers and explains : " I did 

my best." Hia victory was a great surprise, 
and the amount of money thiit changed 
owneraliip with tho decision in tho lust and 
greatest of the New Orleans battles may bo 
counted in milliona — or, at any event, be- 
tween one and two milliona. 

In Victoria, where very few doubled that 
Sullivan would add another to his list of 
victories, excitement ran high. Outside tlic 
Dehuonico hotel, where cacli round was 
bulletined, the street was blaeU with 
movmg humanity, and a special Equad 
of police w as kept particularly busy Clear- 
ini; a limited passage- wuy. 'I'lie betting at 
lioiiio was almost all at 01I1I3 in fiivor ol Sul- 
livan, and very few dollars went up u fier 
the light commenced. The fight is fully 
described in the following special dispatches 
from Now Orleans : 

" Fully 8,001) people are gathered now, 
busily dibcusaiug the result; ol the coming 
combat of the lieavy-weiglita. Sullivan is 
the tirst to arrive, and is shown to bis dress- 
ing room by Vice-president Short. After 
him come Jack SUelly, accompanied 
by Jack Sheonun, Billy Reynolds, and 
"Kid" ITogau, the party biiiiig greeted 
with cheers. At 8:'2-l it bogina lo ram, and 
the people under theexpoaeU sputa raise tlieir 
umbrelHs, while wishing vtrybad things 
for the manugoment of the weatlier depart- 
ment. The latter are evidently penitent, 
for the shower passes over, and everyone 
turns lo look at Corbett, who has just ap- 
reared on the scane. Ho ia not at all nerv- 
ous, and is showQ to his diefisiiig room by 
the club offioiala. * 

"Sullivan loaes the toss for choice of 
corner.-', and ia given tho corner occupied by 
Jack Dempsey, I'eter Miher, liilly Myei 
and Jack Skelly. The " lag fellow " eiuei a 
the ring at S 52, closely folloA-ed byCoibelt, 
bolli being cheered to the eelio. Frank 
.Moran is annuunced as Sulliv.in'a time 
keeper, ami li.it. .Maatersou as C'orbett's. 

"Sullivan wears green truiika, and liia 
black lighting ahoes. In bis eurner are 
Cluirley Jackson, Charley Joluison, Jack 
iMc.-\uliffe, Joe Lannoii, Phil Casey ami 
Frank iloran. liehiml Corbett are liilly 
Delaney, Jim Daley and I'rof. Mike Dimo- 
van aa liottle holder. There iaatiemeu- 
dous dilfirence in the s'z^ of the men. 
Sullivan apparently weighs 'i I. j, and t,'orl)elt 
about 100. The ligblera receive their linal 
instructions from the refere-j, and at i) (i;! 
put on tho gloves, there being now fully 
0,000 preaent. 

First round — At 9.0,") the refereocalls time, 
and the battle begins. Corbett cleverly 
ducks two blows and get.-i away from Su li- 
van, dancing all iiround him, while a por 
tion of the bij( audience hisses. Sullivan 
misses another right bauder and the round 
ends without a blow being landed. 

Second round — Corbett still running 
around. Tho men close and Sullivun lands 
on tho nofo, while Corbett gets in a vicious 
riglit on Jolm's body. 

Third round — Sullivan misses another. 
Corbett still walking round. Sullivan lands 
a light left on the shoulder. C'oibctt makes 
a quick rush and Uuda a left-h uuler on ibe 
stomach, following with the rijfht on the 
same spot. Sullivan huula liglitly on C'or- 
bett'a shoulder twice, and mia:es a l ight 
hand swing. Both men getting angry. As 
tho round ends, Corbett appears to have 
the better of it. The big fellow cannot 
land. 

Fourth round — sparring, Sullivan inaUcs 
a left swing, but miasea. He rushes agniii 
and Corbett laps him on the nose. I'.olli 
land in a mi.x up. .Sullivan niissta anutliei 
riglithand sn ing. Corbett is fo.xy, Corbett 
lands on Sullivan's breast, but misses iu a 
little. Nothing is done in this round. 

Fifth round— Corbottlands two sliffblows 
on Sullivan's face, which bleeds freely. Cor- 
bett has Sullivan nearly out. He bus land- 
ed sLv vicious blows on Suilivan'ii fauo and 
the call of time saves tho big follow. Hi.s 
face is covered with blood. Corbott pun- 
ishi'd Sulliviu horrilily in this round. 

Si.\th Kouiul — Sullivan's nofe, which is 
cut on the luiilge, is alill bleeding. Sp ir- 
ring opLiis tho iiniiul. Sullivan has ctime to 
himself mid i.s lighting ninro i.iiiiliuiisly — a 
clinch mill a breakaway. C nli'-ll l,ai>ls on 
.Sullivan's left ear and t hen gets one in on the 
stomach, Corbett getting away iigain. His 
cleverness eli'dts gieat applause, t/'orbett 
lands on John's nose again, juat before the 
call of lime. John's legs look Qibby, while 
Coi bttt is the picture of a perfectly trained 
athlete. 

Seventh round — .Sullivan leads with bis 
left and lands liijlitly on the ahoulder, and 
Corbett ])ut3 his right on ilohu's nose, lands 
on the stomach, and llirn ag iiu on the face. 
Corb'.'tt ia making .Sullivan iijipear like a 
very b.ul boxer. He puts another on the 
nose, then lands the right again on the same 
fealmc. Corbett gets in right and left, and 
pualiea hia man against the ropes. 

Kighlh round — Sullivan mukos a lungo 
and misses. Ho lands on Corbell's shoulder, 
and Corbott in return nearly closes his left 
eye with a right bander. Corbett landu on 
the wind viciously, then lands unuthtr 
wicked one on John's jiw, with tho right 
and left on John's head, and then another 
one on the stomach. 

Ninth round — John lands his Icftllghtly on 
Corbell's head. Sparring. Sullivan lakoH 
the punishment well, and ia pretiy atrong. 
Corbett landa again on the nose. This ia 
repeated, and Sullivan's nose again beginu 
to bleed. Corbett landa on nini often, get- 
ling in two on the wind and then three on 
the head at the end of the round. 

Tenth round. — Sullivan landa hia left on 



Corbett's breast, but misses his right. Sul- 
livan misses again, but lands lightly on 
Corbett, and gets a strong lefl in the face. 
A man in a box calls out : " I'll bet $100 
10575 on Sullivan, now." No betting ia 
allowed. 

ICleventh round.— Sullivan comes up 
atrong, and leads with hia left. It bid* 
fair to bo a very long fight. Corbett puis 
bis right on the ohin, msbes Sullivan aud 
lands', right and left, on the nose. He fol- 
lows with four more jabB 011 tho nose, which 
is bleeding an*ln. "I'he speotatota rise in 
their seats with exoltentent, "Corbett lands 
bis left on the 8tom»ch just before the 
round olosei. 

Twelfth round.— Corbett misses a left for 
tho wind. A moment later, however, he 
lands a hard blow there, and another left. 
Corbett is walking around, and lands 
lightly on Johu'a face. Sullivun misses two 
swings, one -.vilh the right the other with 
the let I. Corbett landa hia left on tho neck 
and then the right on the head. .Sullivan 
misses another awing. At the end of the 
rouiul, Corbett has tho better of it. 

Thirteenth r.iund — John laiula his left on 
the shoulder, and puis umither on Corbett's 
neck. Much sparring. Corbett is keeping 
away. John lauds on tho body, and ia niel 
with the left on the nose. Sullivan is still 
btroni,'. Corbett misses a lefl hand awing 
iiy an inch ; if the blow had landed it 
would, have had iiiiicli efl'jot. Corbott 
lands hia left on Sullivan's jaw, John 
makes a rush with a right hand swing, but 
is met with Ibe lefl on the nose. 

FoiirUienth round— John leads with his 
left, and gets Corbell's lefl on the jaw. 
John misses a straight haiulcd punch 
twice, and gets a It f i luiiiil j lb on the lace. 
There is a nriiii look on Suilivan'a face, and 
it grows lioicer »s Corbett Unda on hia 
mouth, which is cut. Al the call of lime, 
sparring. 

Fifteenth round— Sullivan ia apparently 
recovering from the ell'eets of that awful 
fifth round, ami starts al Corbett viciously. 
He lands on Corbotl's neck, but gets a lelt 
jab ia the mouth, which again aturts the 
blood, and Corbott puts tho left on Sulli- 
van's wind hard. John missus a right 
swing, but his warm admirers still have 
faith in him. It is u fact, though, that he 
has not landed a good blow on CurbBtt yet. 
rhe round ends, Corbett punching John 
viciously on tho wind. Billy Brady wears 
a smile like a cut wator-inullon. 

Si.xteenth ruuiid— John leads, and is met 
by a straight loft on tho chin He leads 
again and lauds, lAit gets Coi belt's right 
I'.'od lefl on the t.ic', Corbett lauds Ilia left 
on tho nose and bis right on the wind. 
Sullivan ni ike.s a lunge and luisscj. Corhttt 
lauds another wilh liis left 011 the cliio, fal- 
lowing twice oil the stoin.ieli, but iiiissin.; a 
terrible right liaiiii swing, ileia s.iving his 
right. 

Seventeenth round - Jnliii laniU [\ good 
lefl on C'orbetl's ear. .SpairiiiL*. Sullivan 
lands one below the bjit, ami y.-ils of foul 
tid the air. Spirting again. Joliii lauds 
his lefl on the should r, and is blowing. 
Corbell's left, iigain goes to John's cliiii. 
.Sullivan misses a left li imlod lunge, and ia 
phvyiiii; for wind. Tho round ends in Hid- 
liv-ln's f ivor. 

Kii^li tocii' h roiiuiF-Sparring. Uol/imen 
cuilious. Coi belt again puis hia lei I on 
John's nose, and then the right on John's 
cheek bone, and then the left on the side. 
Corbett lands hia lefl and right in tho faoo 
and then the left on the wind. Hd gets 
two soakers on iSullivan's jaw aa the round 
ends. 

Nineteenth round— John lands a be.rd 
left on Corbett's breast, aud miasea a terri- 
ble right hand swing. Corbett lauds lightly 
on the stomach with his lefc. Ho repeats it 
and thou runs Sullivan wilh a right on the 
head, and left on the wind. Tho round 
ends by Corbett jabbing SulUvau on tho 
nose. 

Twentieth round —.Sparring and a clinch. 
Corbett riishea John to the ro|)es, landing 
lliree tliiiea on heaii and stiiiiiacli. A 
second later he lauds on Sulliv.iii's iiioulh, 
then missea a hard left handed awing. 
Oirlielt lands the left 011 the wind and the 
li^ht, on the tlnnilder. Then the left on

Twenty. first round —.Sparring. Sullivan's 
nose and lip bleeding ; Corbett blocks Sulli- 
v.n'.s left.

Ti. eiii y si eoiiil round — Little work done. 

Tiveiily-tliird round — Corbett landa v itii 
his left (in Sullivan's jiw. It, d.i z ;a John 
and then C irlu tt ])Uiiolii-s him on the head, 
.liihn drops his iUiiH. Coibt^Lt l.iiiil.j righ:. 
aud lefl rapidly until John luinbles over 
near the rop.'H. 

K'jferee i'rof. DulTy onnta one — two- 
three — then John tries to rise, but ho 
sprawls over. He tries again, but thia 
tune tumbles over, and while not insen- 
si'ile, c iiinot tise.
